With less than one-half of Montana's legislative session remaining, it 


appears that our public libraries have fared reasonably well. Many of the 
bills we support appear close to enactment, while others of concern have 
fallen by the wayside. Although we must continue to keep abreast of 
developments, we want to publicly thank all of the legislators who have 
been supportive, including: 


Senator Lorents Grosfield of Big Timber, for sponsoring SB149, the 
library district law, and Representative Cindy Younkin of Bozeman 
for managing the bill in the House. 


Representative Bob Lawson of Whitefish, the sponsor of the library 
federation clarification bill, HB130, and Senator John Bohlinger of 
Billings, a strong supporter in the Senate. 


Representative Robert R. Story, Jr. of Park City, the sponsor of 
HB124, "the big bill" who chaired the select-committee that 
approved the amendments leaving the powers of library boards "as 
is." 

To all of the legislators casting favorable votes or making favorable 
comments for the Montana State Library's budget, including 
permanent funds for the periodical database program, and increased 
funding for NRIS (Natural Resources Information System). 


Keep in mind that those who are toiling in the legislative arena need

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A Word From Our State Librarian 


At their April meeting, the Commission will consider 
five staff recommendations regarding the Library Services 
Advisory Council and MSL’s task forces: 


1. Allow the executive order, which created the Library 
Services Advisory Council, to expire. 

2. Add a seat on the Networking Task Force (NTF) for a person with 
disabilities and reappoint a library user. 

3. Disband the Library Law Revision Task Force (LRTF). 

Establish a task force to review state aid to public libraries. 

5. Continue the practice of appointing ad-hoc committees to guide 
special projects; such as the certification committee and the group of 
trustees, and librarians that helped us create the new trustee manual.

The former federal library act, LSCA, mandated that state libraries 
establish an advisory council; the new act, LSTA, passed in 1996, does 
not. Even though the council was not required, the Commission agreed 
to continue the council’s existence. However, the work of the council 
has changed dramatically during the past years. This change has been 
primarily due to the transition from a sub-grant LSTA program to one 
that is building statewide projects. Therefore, the council’s work, which 
was once reviewing grant proposals and making funding 
recommendations to the Commission, has significantly decreased. 


In 1997, the Commission appointed two task forces to advise staff 
and the Commission on certain library issues. These groups have 
produced many benefits for Montana library communities. The staff 
recommends that the NTF continue to act as an advisory board to the 
Montana Library Network. However, since the LRTF has reached many 
of its goals, staff recommends that the Commission disband it. 


One issue left from the LRTF is changing and increasing the amount 
of state aid to public libraries. Governor Racicot approved one part of the 
task force’s recommendation for a four-part state aid package, however, 
due to the state’s budget woes, Governor Martz did not include this in 
her budget. Therefore, staff recommends that the Commission appoint a 
group to carry this work forward. 


These recommendations are meant to insure broad and diverse 
participation in policy-making at MSL. Although the recommendation to 
disband the Council may seem contrary to this principle, other groups 
have been formed to ensure that MSL and the library community are 
partners in making decisions about library services in Montana. We are 
very interested in your opinions about these potential actions. If you wish 
to comment, please contact any Commission member or send comments 
to me before April 11, 2001. [kstrege@state.mt.us or MSL, PO Box 
201800, Helena MT 59620-1800.

Projects selected for 
funding will be chosen based 
on the importance of the 
Montana materials described 
in the project and the ability 
of the proposed project to 
meet MLN requirements and 
standards for digital 
materials. MLN staff are 
available to help all 
interested libraries in 
planning their Montanaiana 
project and in preparing the 
application. The deadline for 


applications is May 15, 
2001. Projects will be 
selected and announced in 
late June.

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MSL Evaluation 


As required by the Institution of Museum and Library Services (IMLS), the State Library will 
measure its progress toward meeting its five-year plan goals. The scope of the project includes a thorough 
evaluation of the Library Development Department, the Montana Talking Books Library, and the 
Montana Library Network. It also includes a brief evaluation of the Library Information Services 
Department and Natural Resource Information System, which have recently adopted long-range plans. 


Responses to a Request for Proposal were evaluated in February by the advisory council and MSL 
staff, who chose Himmel and Wilson from Wisconsin. Ethel Himmel and Bill Wilson [http://www.execpc. 
com/himmel] have many years experience working in libraries and as library consultants. The evaluators 
were impressed by their latest publication “The Functions and Roles of State Library Agencies,” and a 
1998 study on the Arkansas State Library [http://www.execpc.com/himmel/ARFinal.htm]. 


The evaluation will include a review of pertinent documents, followed by a series of focus groups 
and individual interviews throughout the state during the second week of May. Focus groups will have 12 
to 15 participants from the library community. In April, MSL will send invitations to participants selected 
to represent library types and constituencies throughout Montana. Focus groups will be held in Miles 
City, Billings, Butte, Polson, Great Falls, and Wolf Point. Focus groups for the Montana Talking Books 
Library will be held in Billings and Helena. Himmel and Wilson plan to augment the data collected in 
these groups with surveys and interviews. 


The Commission will receive the evaluation report at its August meeting and it will form the 
nucleus of a new strategic plan for MSL. State Librarian Karen Strege said, “I am looking forward to 
working with Bill and Ethel on this important project. I am eager to learn how the library community 
judges our current services and what the community would like us to do in the next five years.”

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Computer Purchase Guidance for Llibraries 


With the development of the Montana Library Network (MLN) and the overall increased demand 
placed on library computers, it is vital that libraries obtain equipment that can handle necessary tasks 
effectively and efficiently. Slow computers operating older software will prove increasingly problematic to 
libraries attempting to share resources and access information in the digital, technologically-demanding 
environment we have embraced. As MLN continues to develop access to an expanding range of content- 
rich electronic resources, libraries need to be able to run faster, more advanced browsers and other 
applications. 


Recently, when several Montana libraries wanted to purchase new computers, they asked MSL for 
purchasing guidance. While the needs of individual libraries vary, MSL staff will help libraries by 
recommending a minimum computer configuration. These recommendations will be available via the 
MLN Website home page (http://montanalibraries.org) and reviewed quarterly for necessary updates. 


The Montana State Library recommends the following minimum configuration for libraries purchasing 
new computer workstations during March-June, 2001:

Spotlight: T.J, Abbenhaus, 
NRIS GIS Programmer/Analyst 


T.J. Abbenhaus works for the Natural Resource Information System (NRIS) 
as a GIS programmer/analyst.
